most perishable fish and pro- 
duce. The Florida Power and 
Light company through ita ice dis- 
tributor, F. L. Rutledge of Belle 
Glade, started delivering and-sell- 
ing ice in the Glades district from 
its Okeechobee and West Palm 
Beach ice plants during 1926 and 
established a maximum price of 
$8.00 per ton to the produce ahip- 
pers.

Conservative Estimate Sets 
Damage at $350,00 in 
Lake Region 


Vegetable growers in the Ever- 
glades usually are not surprised at 
whatever the elements happen to 
do to crops in this Section, but Sun- 
day morning many growers were 
totally surprised when they awoke 
to find that 75 per cent of the 
beans in the Lake region had been 
killed by a heavy frost. A con- 
servative estimate places the dam- 
age near the third of a million . 3 
dollar. mark. Somehow or other 
residents of this region were not 
expecting the killing frost which _ 
visited this section Saturday night. 

The frost caused cessation of 
picking operations in the Lake | 
region thus throwing hundreds out 
of employment. The packing

had been working were closed 
Monday and thousands of negro 
bean pickers were seeking means — 
of earning enough to subsist. 

Frost collected on lands from 
Sand Cut to the north, southward 
and westward around the lake to 
the Hendry county line, and out in- 
to Torry island. Old timers were 
shocked when they visited “frost- 
proof” fields and found that every 
bean in them had been killed by the _ 
frost.

HUNTERS SHOULD BE 


CAREFUL WITH GUNS 
TO AVOID TRAGEDIES 


The hunting season Is on. 
On the opening day of the sea- 
son, November 20, a well-known 
Florida newspaper carried on its 
front page an editorial portraying 
a tall skeleton. standing in the 
midst of a field where hunters and 
dogs rambled. The cartoon was 
captioned: “Open Season.” 
No more definite warning to 
hunters to be careful with their 
guns could be drawn, for the car- 
toonist bad very cleverly and force- 
fully injected death into the hunt- 
ing picture: death awaiting him 
who mishandles his.gun or some- 
one nearby. 
Be careful when you go into the 
woods for'game. 
This warning, as old as the 
sport itself, cannot be sounded 
too often or be over-emphasized. 
Firearms are dangerous and, as 
long as they are used in hunting, 
just so long will there be danger 
and a necessity for utmost care in 
hunting. 
In golng over fences, slip your 
gun through first and put it on the 
other side and then go over your- 
solt. 
Keep a wary eye for other hun- 
ters for your own safety and that 
of others. A quick, careless shot 
may spell déath for another man; 
you may get the bird, but you may 
also take a Numan life, if you're 
not careful. 
Watch your step. You may 
step ona rattler {f+ you don't, or 
you may step on a twig, roll off 
your balance and be wounded ‘or 
killed by the accidental discharge 
of your gun. 
When there's game in sight,.be 
sure there's not another hunter in 
the samé direction before you 
shoot. It's better to lose abled or ||!
